Our 
foreign wars are not yet over.notwith- 
standing the assertions of Otis to the 
contrary. The Republican platform 
calls the robbing trusts "the honest 
co-operation of capital to meet new 
business conditions." 
This plainly 


shows that Mark Banna's heart beats 
warmly for these institutions, and he 
will lay heavy contributions on all of 
them for Republican campaign funds. 


The money question will enter large-

Omaha IForlcZ-HeraW correspondent 
broke his long silence on the questio 
of the platform to be adopted at Kan 
sas City July 4 and the candidate fo 
vice president. 


Mr. Bryan was first asked whethe

"No one, of course, can say wha

a large majority of the delegates have 
been elected by conventions which re 
affirmed the Chicago platform, it is 
safe to assume that the Kansas City 
platform will reaffirm tbe Chicago 
platform and will contain nothing 
which can be construed as a surren 
der or modification of that platform or 
the old issues. 


"It is equally certain that there wil' 


be a strong and definite plank against 
the trusts. There is also no doubt 
that the plank against imperialism 
will be clear and explicit. Militarism 
will be denounced and sympathy ex- 
pressed for the Boers. 


This much is evident from what 


has already taken place " 


"You have refused to discuss the 


vice presidency heretofore, Mr. Bryan. 
Is there any truth in the rumor that a 
vice presidential candidate will be 
chosen whose views on the money 
question will be attractive to those 
who opposed the ticket in '96 ?" 


It is true that I have refused to dis- 


cuss the vice presidency," replied Mr 
liryan, "and I do not care to do so now, 
urther than to say that I assume that 
he candidate nominated for vice pres- 
dent will be in harmony with the 
ilatform. The vice president not only 
iresides over the senate while the 
president is alive, but assumes the 
'ffice of president in case of the presi- 
.ent's death, and it is hardly possible 
hat delegates to a national conven- 
ion would write a platform and then 
elect for either place on a ticket a man 
vho would repudiate the platform. 


"No man worthy to be considered 


or such an office would accept a nom- 
nation upon a platform repugnant to 
us views on any important issue. ' 
"In every campaign men support 


. ticket without approving all the 
ilatform, but no one can defend a plat- 
orm unless he believes in it. Many 
ariff reform gold Democrats supported 
he Republican ticket in '90, although 
hey dissented from the protection 
lank. 
But the Republican conven- 


ion would not have nominated a tariff 
eformer on a protection platform. 
"There is sometimes a joint debate 
etween candidates on opposing tick- 
ts, but not between candidates on the 
ame ticket."

passed through the gates and crowdec 
thegrounds. I say crowded, for it wai 
an actual crush, making it difficult tc 
move about. It is interesting to be in 
a crowd like this; to hear the obser 
vations of the sight-seers and especial 
ly to note how many of them speak 
English. It is said there is a perma 
nent population of 15,000 Americans in 
Paiis and a floating population of 40, 
000 
There are doubtless more than 


twice as many English here. I have 
been trying to find a hotel where no 
English is spoken, because I am anx 
ious to improve my French, but have 
found only one—that in the Latin Quar 
ter on Rue Bonaparte and too far from 
the exposition. At the hotel where I 
am stopping all three of the cler! 
the porters and the waiters at the 
table speak English and more Eng- 
ish is heard in the dining-room than 
any other language. In all the better 
shops English can be heard and very 
many have the sign "English spoken 
on the window.

The hearing given Thomas N. Imlei 


of Bedford township,who was arrestec 
June 16, by Secret Service Agent 
Flynn and Gammon, on the charge o 
passing counterfeit coin, attracted 
large crowd of men and boys to th 
grand jury room of the court hous 
Tuesday 
afternoon. United 
State 


Commissioner J. C. Russell.of Bedford 
presided. The government was repre 
sented by Assistant U, S. District At 
torney D.M.Miller,of Pittsburg. Hon.J 
M. Reynolds and E. M. Pennell, Esq. 
acted as counsel for Mr. Imler. Only 
three witnesses were examined, bu 
their evidence was sufficient to hole 
the defendant, in the sum of 81,000, for 
his appearance at the October term oj 
the United States court, which wil 
convene in Pittsburg. J. S. Imler and 
Philip Beegle, of Bedford township 
W. L. Fyan, of Bedford, and Capt. J 
B. Helm, of Cumberland Valley, went 
on Imler's bond. 


George W. Satterfield, proprietor of 


the Arlington hotel, was the first wit- 
ness called. He identified a counter 
feit nickel which he found in his 
money drawer some time ago and 
marked. 
The 
evening 
after 
this 


spurious coin was discovered Thomas 
N. Imler, the defendant, and Philip 
Beegle entered the bar room of the 
Hotel Arlington and the former order- 
ed two glasses of beer, tendering in 
payment therefor two nickels, which 
Mr Satterfield at once detected were 
counterfeit. He handed them back to 
Mr. Imler, with the remark that they 
were "no good." The latter took the 
nickels and gave the landlord a dime. 
Mr. Beegle said that Mr. Imler must 
lave received the 
counterfeits 
in 


change at some place. Upon cross- 
examination Mr. Satterfield said Mr. 
[mler appeared to be somewhat em- 
barrassed when informed that the 
coins were not genuine and that lie 
Imler) was in the saloon the day, or 
evening,before he offered the counter- 
feit nickels in payment for the beer. 


W. J. Flynn, the next witness, told 


about the arrest of Mr. Imler and said 
;hat when he searched the latter in 
he Grand Central hotel he found three 
counterfeit half dollars and a newspa- 
per clipping referring to the Jacobs- 
Gendig counterfeiting case in Phila- 
delphia. Mr. Iinler told the detectives 
hat he had three spurious half dollars 
which he got with some change. The 
ialf dollars in question were made of 
a composition of tin and lead, common- 
y known as solder. All were made 
roin the same mold. Mr. Imler ad- 
mitted that he had been in Hotel 


.rlington, that the proprietor had 
eturned the nickels and that he had 
edeemed them with good coin. The 
nickels have the appearance of bab- 
iitt metal. Mr. Imler's house was 
earched after the arrest, but nothing 
pntraband was found. L. W. Gim- 
mon was then examined. He corrob- 
rated all Mr. Fiynn said. This end- 
d the taking of testimony and short- 
y afterward Mr. Imler's bondsmen 
ppeared and signed the paper.

outrageous attempt to assess govern-

However, the 
administration has already condoned 
equally flagrant violations of the law, 
so that the civil service commission is 
practically powerless. 


Washington is laughing over a state- 


ment given out by the treasury bureau 
of statistics which innocently but flat- 
ly gives the lie to a recent statement 
of the war department. 
Some time 


ago R. P. Porter was employed to re- 
vise the Cuban tariff and among other 
changes reduced the duty on railway 
materials 75 per cent. At the moment 
when he was preparing this reduction 
Mr. Porter was making arrangements 
to resign from the government service 
and enter the employ of the Van 
Horn syndicate, which had obtained 
control of all the railways in Cuba. 


Soon after, he did so. At the same 


time the war department made a state- 
ment excusing the reduction for the 
following reasons: 
"It 
has been 


apparent to all acquainted with the 
working of the Cuban tariff that the 
rate of duty upon the schedule for 
machinery and railway materials and 
supplies, namely, 40 per cent, ad valor- 
em, is too high. The effect of this has 
been to stop all importation of such 
articles and the revenue from these 
schedules has been extremely small." 
Now the bureau of statistics issues a 
statement of Cuban imports for the 
past ten months which shows that in 
that time there were imported into 
Cuba $727,052 worth of specified rail- 
way articles and 
$4,108,000 of ma- 


chinery, about one-fourth of which 
was for use on the " railways. 
The 


duty on the total railway supplies was 
about $800,000. Next year it will be only 
$200,000 on the same quantity. Mean- 
while Mr. Porter is receiving a fancy 
salary from the syndicate which he 
served so well. 


The Republicans have made anew 


departure in having their campaign 
text book for this fall prepared in a 
government office and at government 
expense. 0. P. Austin, chief of the 
bureau of statistics, has immediate 
charge of the work and is devoting 
time to the preparation of figures and 
to the writing of other matter. Mr. 
Austin's salary as chief of the bureau 
is a very lucrative one and the bureau 
is supposed to be devoted entirely to 
the preparation of impartial and non- 
partisan statistics.

MUNICIPAL MALEFACTORS 


"Usvtr Prophesy Viilnn Ton Are Sure"— 


Annual Uiirvest F«»st» of the Old 


Dutch Farmers.

NKW YORK, June 2G —"Never proph- 


esy unless you're sure," says Solon 
Shingle. "Be sure you're right," says 
Divy Crockett, "and then go ahead." 
"Proverbs," says 
one of the most 


eminent scholars of the present gen- 
eration, "are the concentrated wisdom 
of all the ages." Why did I not re- 
member this last week when, with one 
wild sweep of my pen, I knocked out 
the whole body of our city officials and 
consigned them to—without the bene- 
fit cf the clergy, for out of the 3,000,000 
of population, good and bad, ringed, 
streaked and speckled, I could only 
find one man who would pass an in- 
different inspection. 


He was the custodian of our money 


bags; he held all of our collateral se- 
curities. No one except the governor 
had a right to call his honesty in ques- 
tion, and he did not like the 
job. 


Grand juries trembled in their boots 
when they were asked to look into his 
affairs and they assured the governor 
that they had the most unquestioned 
and reliable authority for saying the 
officer was 0. K., for he has told them 
so himself, and it was a self-evident 
fact that he must know himself better 
than anyone else could possibly know 
him, and that honesty which glorifies 
the life of our present comptroller and 
shields from temptation like an armor 
of triple steel, is a rare and priceless 
quality anywhere but particularly so 
in the flreater New York. 


So rare, indeed, was this immaculate 


fiber out of which comptrollers aro 
made that we paid him three times 
the salary accorded to any other city 
official. And in addition to this liberal 
honorarium he had boundless oppor- 
tunities for pickings and s—ings,while 
not being in the direct line of illegiti- 


I a whole week lor their annual picnic.

The broad stretch of 
sand, on the borders of which they 
were camped, was a vast storehouse of 
the most succulent clams, while the 
inlets and bays were covered with 
oysters of a flavor and quality unsur- 
passed. In the spring and fall the sky 
was darkened with millions of ducks 
and geese, while countless millions of 
pigeons took possession of the forests, 
hatched their young aad, as soon as 
they were able to fly, continued their 
journey south, there finding a more 
congenial home than they could find 
in the inhospitable north. Looking, I 
often ask myself if those old Dutch- 
men were happier than their descend- 
ants, who are battling for supremacy 
in South Africa to-day? 
Here is a 


question which each man will have to 
answer for himself. 


Has the accretion of population and 


domain which makes the Greater New 
York the second city of the world—has 
accretion of wealth and domain made 
us a people happier or better ? The 
present chief of police was wanted by 
the Lexow committee and 
Senator 


Lexow was in hopes that a criminal 
indictment might impair his future 
usefulness as a police official. 
But 


Captain Devery was too old a bird to 
be caught with chaff, so on the first 
suspicion of danger he hied him to his 
home and locked himself in his bed- 
room, leaving Mrs. Devery in charge 
of the front door, and a more faithful 
sentry could not be found in the 
Greater New York. 
I have already 


told the story of Mrs. Devery's en- 
counter with the process server and 
how our worthy chief kept out of the 
clutches of the law and kept in with 
the powers that be, till the stone 
which the builders rejected has be- 


mate appropriations, saves him from a 
grand jury's criminal indictment. The 
budget of the present year will not 
fall short of a hundred million dollars. 
This does not embrace the cost of im- 
provements now going forward—the 
improvement in our water supply (fifty 
millions,) the underground system for 
our street railways, two tunnels under 
the East river and two or three 
bridges over it, and the laying out of 
parks, roads and boulevards. 


The aggregate of these vast sums 


must receive the indorsement of the 
comptroller before the treasurer can 
pay out a penny. It is the comptroller 
who says in what banks the city's sur- 
plus millions shall be deposited and 
for which the city has no immediate 
use;he is not compelled by law to make 
any return for interest of the moneys 
in his custody and it is fair to presume 
that at no time will the city's balance 
in the banks be less than ten millions 
of dollars, and on that sum the banks 
willingly pay from 2 to 3 per cent. 
That little perquisite alone would add 
from 830,000 to 840,000 more to his 
already plethoric sack. The best evi- 
dence, however, that the office is a 
good one—first-class, gilt edged—is 
found in the fact that no comptroller 
of the city of New York has become a 
county charge since the adoption of 
the federal constitution. 


Last week, after severely reviewing 


the sins andshorteomings of our munic- 
ipal malefactors, I found a little con- 
solation in the fact that there was one 
righteous man in our immoral Sodom 
and that the first letter of his name 
was Bird S Coler,our honest comptrol- 
ler. Glad to find that there was one 
other 
honest 
man, beside myself, 


among those three millions of evil- 
doers, I proceeded to give him a brand 
new coat of whitewash and gold leaf 
of which any man might well have 
been proud. The ink was scarcely dry 
on my proof when along comes J. E 
Swanstrom and Jacob W. Mack with a 
budget of charges which, if true, 
would enable our honest comptroller 
to board and lodge at the public ex- 
pense for some years to come. 


When called upon to turn the comp- 


troller out of his snug and profitable 
berth it is said that the governor de- 
clined to act hastily, though he de- 
clared that the ease looked very bad 
for the comptroller, and he never 
would have entertained the charges 
against him for a moment if they had 
not been supported by the most posi- 
tive proof.

Fnrlfylng a Cellar. 


It not infrequently happens, says 


What to Eat, that in summer the clos- 
ing of a cellar for a considerable time 
is rendered necessary by absence of 
the family or by other cause. During 
this time everything in it except the 
metal and the glass is completely cov- 
ered with mold fungi and the air 
smells moldy to the last degree. Wood 
and leather especially suffer from this 
molding. Such a 
condition is un- 


healthy in the extreme. First, the 
cellar is damp, sufficient alone to in' 
duce low diseases in the inmates of the 
upper stories; second, the fungus is 
likely to produce spinal meningitis if 
its spores find their way into the sys- 
tem. 
For the dampness 
attention 


should at once be given to the drain- 
age to make it perfect. Then plenty 
of fresh air and especially all the sun- 
shine possible should be admitted to 
dry the place out. 
For the fungus a 


strong whitewash made in small quan- 
tities at a time out of stone lime fresh 
from the kiln, or as fresh as possible, 
stiould be put on while it is still hot 
from the action of the making. In 
this form it is an active fungicide, and 
will kill all the spores of all molds it 
touches. It should not be put on,how- 
ever, until the cellar has had a chance 
to dry pretty well. It seems almost 
needless to say, and yet it must be 
said, that no food should be used that 
has been unsealed. Even cans of fruit, 
jelly, etc., should be carefully washed 
before being opened for fear that some 
of these dangerous little bodies might 
become raised with the contents.

Supposing the first opinion to be 


Bound and correct, the president told 
congress that "our plain duty ts to 
abolish all customs tariffs between the 
United States and Porto Rico and give 
her products free access to our mar- 
kets." Relying upon the superior le- 
gal soundness of the second opinion, 
some of the party leaders insist that 
Porto Rico should be treated like a 
foreign country and a tariff be placed 
upon her products.

ROBERT SCHUMANN, 


raper Keafl at Mnslcale of Bedford School 


of Music Jnno 15 by Maude C. Colvin. 
Robert Schumann was born June 8, 


1310, 
in a small mining town in Zwick- 


au, Saxony. 
His father was a book- 


seller, a man of literary tastes and at- 
tainments. His mother was a woman 
of education and'sympathy. Neither 
his father nor his mothor had any 
knowledge of music, nor did they even 
have a taste for the art. There was 
but one music teacher in this little 
town, a self-taught man, and Robert 
was placed under his instructions at 
the age oi six. He got along very 
rapidly and in a short time he was as 
far advanced as his teacher. He quit 
taking lessons and was left to his own 
musical studies. 
He dreamed of be- 


coming a musician, to which his moth. 
*er was very much opposed. His father 


. hoped that he would follow his busi- 


ness, but all waa in vain. At last he 
decided to study law. In 1338 he went 
to Leipzig to attend the university, but 
he devoted more time to his music than 
to the reading of law. There he met 
the great piano teacher, Frederick 
Wieck, of whom he took lessons. Rob- 
ert's great desire was to fit himself for 
a concert pianist. 
He became im 


patient; he thought the old way of 
practising was too slow. He made an 
apparatus to hasten the strength and 
independence of his fingers. This he 
used so much that it made his right 
hand lame. Aud now he knew that he 
could never be a fine player. Robert 
was greatly disappointed. 


In 1340 he was married to Clara 


Wieck, who was one of'the finest pian- 
ists of the day. She was a great help 
to him in his musical work; he com- 
posed the pieces and she played them, 
A few years after his marriage he be 
came melancholy and died July 39 


1356.
